If the children in the Rowayton school had been given a 
concept and transferred it to paper, the result might well be what this conveys. But 
why give the concept to Remy Charlip - and ask him to reproduce the idea as he con- 
ceives of a child's presentation? It seems to lose reason for being; the theme of 
nonsense has run away with the book. It would seem likely that the picture book 
age child would reject this.

Suspected by 
theolder members of his village, he is, in the name of duty, reason, and caution, pursued 
by the mayor, who is sure he will uncover, in the old man's bag, an invidious poison. But 
neither charms nor potions are the issue of the bag, merely that perfectly pure vision of 
a child when he first regards the universe, that faculty called innocence by some, ignorance, 
by others, but by the very wise, virtue. A tender little story, which loses much from the 
mechanical and often awkward couplets into which the author has forced his narrative. Nola 
Langner's consciously simple, colored illustrations suit the metaphysical tone of the text.

A fantasy of devoted friends and natural enemies is rendered 
here in a completely matter of fact manner, so that Koala and his entire repertoire of 
animal acquaintances--a python, a bat, a cassawary, a tortoise, and a dingo dog--emerge 
with a humorous clarity.

Looking for Something and The Blue Canyon Horse and other books brought 
Ann Nolan Clark wide recognition for her interpretation and sensitivity to folkways 
of our Southwest and our Latin-American neighbors. Some of us have felt that her free 
verse arrangement was a trifle artificial - and unnecessary to the acceptance of her 
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themes. That seems even more definitely true in this prose poem of Pasquelita, a Mexican 
orphan, who is taken to New Mexico as an adopted “granddaughter" of an old Santero, a 

maker of religious images, and his wife. With her the young reader discovers what it is ie 
like to be part of a family, a home; she learns that her metier lies in the kitchen and 

the family hearth; she makes friends among the village people. But she still iacks her 

own special saint, until a traveler from Mexico comes on horseback to bring her news of 

her own patron saint, Pasquale, the Saint of the Kitchen. Illustrated in black and white 

with a jacket in color by Mary Villarejo.

A love story involves a very 
good princess with a very long nose; the moral unfolds when despite her unfortunate pro- 
trusion, the not so beautiful princess is chosen by the extremely handsome prince as a 
bride.

14-year-old Randy Stewart, inflamed by Patrick Henry's "Give me 
liberty or give me death", is spurred into a series of adventures. Randy's father, posing 
as a British sympathizer, is in reality a former officer in Washington's army, but has again 
taken up civilian life on his farm in New York to report the activities of the Tories. 
Randy, aware of the danger of the work his father is doing, tries bravely and successfully 
to aid him after finding an old man lying hurt in a quarry. This man turns out to be a 
courier for the Revolutionary forces. A home made flag, a patriotic school master, and a 
pompous local squire add color to this fairly routine adventure story.

Xingu craves to be a mighty hunter, but he is too young, and his 
days are spent seeking friends among the animals who inhabit his isolated jungle home. 
A Vicuna, also without brothers in the jungle, becomes his companion, and through him 
Xingu meets a host of creatures who befriend him. When Xingu's father presents him 
with his first bow and arrow, so proud is he that he aims at the Vicuna in order to 
display his new status. Only when he wounds the animal does Xingu realize that his 
must be a life motivated by growth rather than destruction and he vows to become a 
farmer. There will be those who will take exception to the humanization of the ani- 
mals, but the poignancy with which the child discovers his power to harm and laments 
it makes: a convincing argument in defense of the device.

Broozer's bids at the 
neighbor's affection repeatedly misfire and his attempts at conversation strike terror to 
the heart of timid pedestrians. Only Lonnie, a little boy, can soothe the savage looking 
Broozer, and bring the story to its cheerful conclusion. A dog, a problem, and the humor- 
ous illustrations of Paul Galdone conspire to make this a very winning story for younger 
readers.

Margaret Johnson, well known for her dog stories, tells here a touching tale of 
an ugly little Basset, whom nobody loves quite enough. His young master, Bob, has love 
enough to give him, but school and chores keep Bob busy and little Jamie is left largely 
to his own resources. It is only when Jamie is sent away that he proves himself of value 
to the Spencers and is finally welcomed by the entire family as "their" dog. Illustrated 
by the author in black and white, Jamie reflects the familiarity and sympathy with animals 
which have established her previous books--Silver Dawn, Megan, A Welsh Corgi, Larry of 
Snowy Ridge, Stowaway Cat, and Wilderness Pup--as favorites with the young cat and dog 
enthusiasts.

* When a baby lamb is pursued to the edge of the forest by a wild sheep-dog, 
he becomes the ward of a beautiful wild leopard.

Although ordinarily each animal obeys his own laws of sympathy and antagonism, they 
suspend active hostility, bound by their love of the lamb.

Star's vindication comes when he heroically saves a child's life, 
the Stonewalls are assuaged, and Star is acclaimed a champion. An engrossing story

Set in southern France in the 
13th century, this evocation of the Middle Ages is rich in scene and mood, impressive 
in command of language, highly complex in characterization, delicate in refinement of 
motivation. Though the focus of the narrative centers on young Wolf de Foix and his 
search for a meaning to life or even a conviction that life is not an illusion; swirl- 
ing about him, both conditioning and hampering his choices, are the social, political 
and religious currents of the times. At 14, Wolf, bastard, shunned son of the bold 
Ramon de Foix, ran away from the monastery which had become both a shelter and a con- 
finement. He found himself - he felt by fate - at Parmier where his aunt the Countess 
Escharmonde had retreated to devote herself to the mystical heresy of Catharism - a 
modified Manichaeism - a doctrine which enticed the boy by its avowed asceticism. 

Soon enrolled by his father among the squires of his vassel, Trencavel, Viscount of 
Carcassonne, Wolf became the object of a derision mingled with envy. He desperately 
longed for a faith unsullied by the mundane and he was therefore drawn by the piety 
of the heretics; at the same time he was repulsed by their disavowal of the necessity 
of wovking for social justice. Miriam Caravita, daughter of a Jewish financier, with

James' dream for more than ten years. When he left Philadelphia to emigrate to the new 
state of Tennessee he was a respected printer with a cultivated, beautiful wife and two 
small sons, Hugh and Andy. James knew success as a homesteader and he knew his duty as 
an American and joined Andrew Jackson in the Creek War. While he was gone, Indians raided 
and burned his farm, killed Hugh and presumably stole five year old Andy. James became a 
rich planter, then a Senator, while unknown to him Andy grew up in a half-breed family. 
The last section of the novel deals with Andy, his foster brother, John Strong, their 
journey to Philadelphia and Andy's reunion with his mother and father. Covering a long 
and eventful period of time in the history of the country as well as in the lives of the 
characters, the novel dwells on the high spots and glosses over what the author-perhaps 
for the sake of economy-considered the less important events. This makes a rather cold 
anc matter of fact impression that detracts from what is basically a strong and interesting 
plot.

In a foreword the authors state that their hero--Paul Hawley Barraclough-- 
represents a generic type, The Country Gentleman in Politics. Since, with the 
exception of a Harvard accent and a cigarette holder, this generic figure bears a 
close resemblance to a most specific politician, one has to doubt the authors' in- 
tentions. However, all the liveliness and gusto of a Longstreet novel are displayed 
in this story of a young lawyer from a distinguished Maryland family who, driven by 
a steel-whimmed mother and an idealistic sense of duty, enters politics, discovers 
within himself a real gift for the give-and-take of American politics and becomes 
President of the U.S.A. Most of the novel's many characters have their source in 
real life (any reasonably well-informed reader will recognize Al Smith, Garner, Wilson, 
Baruch, the Braintrusters, etc.) and this tangible reality makes all the more annoying 
the deliberate vagueness as to time and the even more studied disregard of actual 
history.

A SOUTHERN MODERATE SPEAKS $3.50 


The defeat of Brooks Hays in the Arkansas election last November was a ser- 
ious set-back for the forces of moderation in the South. This is not the story of 
that election, with its implications, but rather a detailed record of his participa- 
tion in successive struggles to bring the issue of civil rights into line with the 
best thinking of the moderates, north and south. To the extremists on both sides, 
his position was frequently untenable. Set in the background he provides of the ten- 
sions, the intransigence of those most bitterly opposed to any step toward changing 
the established mores, the continuing controversy, and the turbulent political factors, 
his carefully reasoned statements of his position - in city, state, national affairs- 
are understandable and the reader must surely close the book with a deep sense of 
sympathy for what would seem an insoluble predicament brought about by actions open 
to misunderstanding and violent criticism on both sides. This is in the main a docu- 
ment for the record, as Representative Brooks Hays presents the case for the southern 
moderate- and specifically jis case. At times he departs from this, and reveals his 
deeply felt emotions, the intimate relation between his sense of responsibility towards 
improving race relations and his political role; the part his lifelong concern with his 
religious affiliations has played; and his profound conviction as to the rights and 
wrongs of the issues he discusses.

Bave Ruth's widow gives a very personal picture of her husband - and her life 
with him and, not glossing over his weaknesses and faults, makes him a very real guy who 
had to "fight himself to gain personal greatness".

* This is a courageous book in which the perceptive N Y Times foreign affairs 
commentator views his years of circling the globe and looks anew at the things he has 
found and what they mean. This is not an autobiographical survey, though many of his 
conclusions are illustrated by what he has seen, the people he has listened to, the facts 


he has unearthed. His own political beliefs are kept out of the picture- but much of his 
criticism is levied at the State Department, at home and abroad, as he has seen our for- 
eign policy go from "a pinnacle of power and security into the valley of the shadow of 
death". His historical perspective gives him more than an immediate view, and he sees 
parallels to the Athens story. He links some of the tragedies on our home base- the 
Negro problem specifically- with this descent in our standing in Asia, particularly. 

He assesses the greatness of the conception of the Marshall Plan, of NATO, but feels 

we have contributed to cut the ground from under by »lindness and indifference to un- 
palatable but existing facts, in contradiction to our political beliefs. He criticizes 
the operation of our State Department and pleads for separation of diplomacy and political 
controls- as evidenced in its weakness in the Middle East crisis and the Far Fast. This 
is the statement of a far-seeing American who does not balk at being a modern Jeremiah.

These pungent and controversial essays by a Labor Member of Parliament, author 
of Palestine Mission, editor of The God That Failed and a former teacher of politics 
at Oxford, first appeared (with one exception) in the British Socialist weekly, The 
New Statesman & Nation,- some before the War, most of them after 1945. Believing that 
politics is an art, not a science, deserving the same critical approach as the drama 
and music, the author devotes less attention to the books he reviews than to the 
political personalities and history of their authors and the motivating forces under- 
lying their beliefs and actions. Writing under five chapter heads (Politicians, 
Pundits, Sidelights on Hitlerism, The Age of Treason, The Sword and the Pen) he com- 
ments on such men as Sir Winston Churchill, Franklin D. Roosevelt, for whom he has 
little admiration, Harry Truman, for whom he has much, Neville Chamberlain, Ramsay 
MacDonald, De Valera, Arnold Toynbee, whom he blasts, Walter Lippmann, Alger Hiss, 
Malcolm Muggeridge and many others, among them some unknown to most American readers. 
In a way comparable to Shaw's volumes of musical criticism, this brilliantly-written 
and biased book, of necessarily limited appeal, will irritate some readers, but few 
serious students of recent political and historical developments will fail to be 
stimulated by it; it is, however, not for novices in political philosophy.

A hilly, woody and rocky acreage in northeastern Pennsylvania provided the 
inspiration for adapting the idea of different kinds of rock garden planting as inte- 
gral to landscaping around the house. Dry walls, banks, rough hilly stretches, a 
terrace, a shady, woodland path- all have proved hospitable to a wide variety of alpine 
plants.

: A husband and wife have collaborated on a manual which would have value to 
others than newlyweds, which would be something different from the earlier scientific, 
or rhapsodic, investigations- or the later (Kinsey's "bottled behaviourism"), and which 
would help to achieve the “highest pleasure potential" in this phase of marriage. If 
divorce and infidelity today- a rising statistic- can be taken as one indication of dis- 
satisfaction in this area ("the conjugal couch"), this book, pointing out some of the 
social and psychological as well as physiological curbs should be of value.

Extensive preparation went into this text,- a tour of some forty odd ranches, 
visiting centers where quarter horses were bred and trained and used in twelve states 
and Mexico, meeting leading horsemen of the West and Southwest, and working closely with 
the associations, particularly the American Quarter Horse Association. One would feel 
that here was the definitive book- up to 1962, when the new regulations for registry go 
into effect. The background history is here; the stories of some of the best known quar- 
ter horses,- Rufus Jiggs, Old Sorrell, Steel Dust and others; here, too, a closeup picture 
of the famous King Ranch, which has contributed in its strain the greatest single factor.

CALL THE DOCTOR $3.75 


A stylishly witty "Social History of Medical Men" in England from the age of 
Chaucer to the present day, this examines the status of the physician as well as his 
practices, airs the long cavalcade of controversies which have existed between the doc- 
tors and their patients, and regrettably between doctors and doctors. In the 15th cen- 
tury the "vested interests of medicine" began to "jostle" each other and there were the 
first closed circles; in the 17th they attempted to fix a code of ethics through the 
Royal College of Physicians and there was the feud between the physicians and the 
apothecaries who defeated them; the 18th century's Age of Reason was also attended by 
hypochondria, by a divorce between the physicians and the barbers, by the new fashion 
of man-midwifery, by body-snatching and dissection- a surreptitious traffic in the first 
case and an open quarrel in the second. There is a great deal about the early ignorant 
but hopeful remedies; about fees and the "genteel guinea-raking of Harley Street"; about 
that wild one, the medical student, the general practitioner (who now "rough-sorts the 
patients and passes them on to others"), the surgeon, and the downright quack. And there 
is the whole “clutch of controversies" which have prevailed from Victoria's time onward, 
over women in medicine, birth control, vivisection, osteopathy, abortion, euthanasia, 
and- lastly and most loudly- socialization. All in all it is an extensive view of doc- 
tors' dilemmas and debacles, brightened by Mr. Turner's observations and the many period 
illustrations.

Brinton, Crane Harcourt, Brace 
A HISTORY OF WESTERN MORALS 4,50 $8-75 

The author of The Anatomy of Revolution, Ideas and Men, The Shating of the 
Modern World and several other histories, examines in this extremely able, lucid, compre- 
hensive and often witty study, the relation between ethics and conduct in western civili- 
zation from its beginnings in the Ancient Near East to twentieth century America. Tracing 
the development, through literature, of ideal moral types: the Homeric hero, Roman citizen- 
soldier-country gentleman of the Republic, the Christian saint, the Renaissance man of 
virtu, French philosophe of the eighteenth century to the American pioneer, he arrives at 
‘what has been for the past two centuries the main theme of western civilization: the co- 
existence and mutual interpenetration of two very different broad world views, the Chris- 
tian and that of the Enlightenment. Though for both views the world of morals (values) 
is not identical with the world of sense perception (facts, data) the Enlightenment's new 
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faith insisted that Reality is revealed to the human mind on the data of sense 
experience and "sought to substitute, for the transcendental God-determined Christ- 
ian otherworldly heaven, a this-world transformed-by-human-reason ‘heaven on earth'”. 
The Twentieth Century he finds characterized, among the intellectual classes, by a 
pessimism about man's fate and an awareness of the relatively small part rationality 
plays in men's lives but though in The Problem of Moral Progress western man's 
record shows no moral progress comparable to material progress he is not willing to 
accept the picture of western decadence painted by the "prophets of doom". While it 
is not proven that human conduct in the West is sufficiently good to escape a 
Spenglerian extinction, historically, the last two centuries, he insists, have been 
centuries of a relatively high moral level, not of general decline. Certainly 
important to the student and historian.

A QUITE REMARKABLE FATHER $4.75 


* A gracious biography of the author's father, Leslie Howard, this brings 
out his gentle warmth and love for his family, his ambition to write rather than to 
act, to direct rather than perform. Lazy, shy, short-sighted, vague and unpunctual, 
Leslie Howard Stainer had a usual childhood, found a hobby in horses in the Cavalry 
in World War I, and, through the early "kinema" found an open door to the theater 
with the Hartley Mannerses in Peg 0’ My Heart in England. His marriage to Ruth 
Martin was enduring as was his devotion to his son Winkie and later his daughter; 
he found his first acclaim in America and had to win English approval at a later 
date. From his stage successes to his moving picture career, to the writing and 
directing that he finally achieved, his story is filled with his family - the many - 
uprootings and moves, the establishment of a home in England, Ruth's quick and able 
ability for organizing and direct action which permitted him to indulge his hypo- 
chondria and dilatory tactics, and, although his eye and his emotions may have 
strayed, the never failing focus on his beloved three.

THE MATURITY OF DICKENS $4.00 


This is a scholarly and penetrating study of Charles Dickens as a great and 
serious writer. Too often Dickens has been taken as a caricaturist or a slapdash 
serial writer. Perhaps only Edmund Wilson and G.K. Chesterton have previously given 
him his full recognition. Monroe Engel considers all the novels, more or less chrono- 
logically; the “increasing consciousness and control of Dickens' artistry" in the 
multiple construction he comes characteristically to employ; the "immediate control 
of the intricate plots and of the great social themes", the "less overt control of the 
obsessional private themes" with their symbolism. Mr. Engel places Dickens in his 
context of mid-nineteenth century materialism, points out his deep social concern and 
its derivation. He develops Dickens' character from that of a heroic reformer to that 
of a brooding poet.... It is a fine piece of work, well written and well conceived.

12 vol. $59.95 


Newly revised in its entirety, this fourth edition of a multivolume encyclo- 
pedia costing one third at least less than other leading sets, is now being handled by 
the Macmillan Company in the United States. Most of the information sought in other 
encyclopedias is included, in brief paragraphs or special articles of substantial length 
(up to 40,000 words):- the sciences, history, biography, the fine arts, philosophy, 
religion, geopolitics, economics, sociology, crafts, etc. The volumes are 5 3/4 x 84 
in size, cloth bound with gold stamped reenforced backbone. There are some 2500 illus- 
trations. The type, while smaller than one might choose, is a good clear type face. 

A cross check of several topics showed that the material is actually up to date. (Ex.- 
Pasternak's Dr. Zhivago with its current news value is included). Of course the big 

talking point is that here is a multivolume encyclopedia, in manageable size, with its ay 
own rack- at a price within range for the average family budget, and for the school or 

library that cannot afford the price of the usual encyclopedia. In addition it is 

important to note that the style of the writing is clear, to the point, authentic, 

readable. 


Rogge, O. John Nelson 
WHY MEN CONFESS $5.00 


Subtitled From the Inquisition to Brainwashing this is a survey of confessions 
and their extortion along with a discussion of the "compulsion to confess" by the author 
of Our Vanishing Civil Liberties, the editor of the Harvard Law Review, the former Assis- 
tant U.S. Attorney General in Charge of the Criminal Division of the Department of Justice. 
Distinguishing and explaining the differences between the inquisitional and the accusator- 
ial techniques, Rogge traces the history of the inquisitional method from the time when 
Pope Innocent III (1198-1216) introduced it as a substitute for older modes of proof, to 
its use by the Chinese Communists. He presents a compendium of confessions from the 
Hittites to the present and he catalogues some of the more outstanding: Galileo, Joan 
of Arc, Savonarola, Confessions under the Tudors, confessions of witchcraft, confessions 
of the innocent, confessions during the Moscow purge trials of 1937-38. But it is not, 
understandably enough, until his consideration of the defection of U.S. soldiers during 
the Korean war that he attempts to explain the motives and basis of the confession com- 
pulsion. His conclusion, based on studies of the "21 who stayed": "those with whom the 
communist brainwashing was most successful were those who were described as emotionally 
rootless". The reasons: feelings of guilt and sin, inner rebellion, lack of love, need 
for punishment, and the Freudian "omnipotence of thought” or wishes. Though not as 
penetrating as the recent In Every War But One by Eugene Kinkead, this is far more in- 


clusive and offers a directly discernable historical basis for a system which has been 
developed into a science.

Unpretentious instyle and content this book by the wife of an under-secretary 
in the U.S. Foreign Service tells of the twelve years spent by her husband and herself 
in diplomatic posts in Abyssinia, Tunis and Lebanon. Written from the viewpoint of a 
young housewife and mother struggling with strange languages, food and servants, the 
story, which at times lapses into dull and needless accounts of diplomatic flirtations, 
holds little real excitement. Even in Lebanon during the Suez bombardment and the 
recent attempts by Nasser to bring about revolution the author sees events through 
her apartment windows rather than at first-hand. The most valuable part of the book 
tells of the duties and problems of a young and still minor career diplomat and his 
financial trials caused by the incredible parsimony of Congress. Overlong for its 
content and sometimes strained in its efforts to entertain, its main appeal will be 
for those who have parallel experiences in the Foreign Service.

Mr. Tabori, the well-known Hungarian novelist, essayist, dramatist and 
scenarist, makes it quite clear in his unusual and unusually stimulating collection 
of witty, wry and wise essays on man's eternal and various stupidities, that he does 
not suffer fools gladly. "Stupidity", he writes, "is Man's deadliest weapon, his 
most devastating epidemic, his costliest luxury." To "prove" his damning indictment 
he groups some of Man's more blatant stupidities under some general headings: Gold, 
Red Tape, Etiquette, Genealogy, Persistent Doubters, Chivalry, etc. His range of 
reading is impressive and his anecdotal presentation perfectly conveys the rich humor 
inherent in the subject matter. Mr. Tabori's own comments are kept short but not so 
sweet; he is always the bitterly bemused commentator on Man's many variations on one 
of Life's enduring themes--stupidity. Going back into pre-historic times and con- 
tinuing up into our own times, the examples chosen are sometimes funny, sometimes 
infuriating--but always they are fascinating to read and wonder about. Here's a book 
for the iron-bound rationalists, the unsentimentalists, the "man who thinks for 
himself". He will make up an audience of the literate, the iconoclastic and the 
intellectually curious.

This will probably do as much for the field of sex education as Dr. Baruch's 
New Ways in Discipline (1949) did to revolutionize that area.

violent disapproval. This has a lot of inflammatory material; at times many parents 
will feel that she is putting a sexual interpretation on some perfectly normal step in 
child development which should be handled without thought of repercussions. But if 
a thoughtful, open-minded parent or teacher or anyone dealing constantly with child- 
ren will read it through, and then go back- as instances occur- to reread the analysis 
made, and illustrated, and the suggestion of handling given, this will prove to be 
immensely valuable in making for better understanding, sounder emotional life, and 
happier, better adjusted maturity.

Griffith, who reached fame with The Birth of A Nation, Broken Blossoms, Intolerance, 
Orphans of the Storm and other masterpieces of the silent films and who died almost for- 
gotten by the industry he helped found. Born in Kentucky in 1875, son of a Confederate 
colonel ruined by the war, Griffith his life long dreamed of being a great writer; instead 
he became a great motion-picture director, a profession he despised. Working as a young 
man as a laborer for New York subways he later became an actor and married an actress, 
Linda Johnson, keeping his marriage secret until after its dissolution; in the early days es 
of motion pictures he went to work for Biograph Films where, aided by an imaginative 
camera-man, Billy Bitzer, he found his true career, making not only his own fortune but the 
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careers of 18 famous stars, among them Mary Pickford, the Gish sisters, Joseph 
Schildkraut and Louis Wolheim. With the coming of talking pictures he slipped into 
obscurity and when he died in Los Angeles in 1848 his name was remembered but he 
himself was a shadow. Based on Griffith's unfinished and unpublished autobiography 
and on the recollections of his second wife and some of his stars,this book needs 
cutting and rearrangement badly; the general reader will be deterred by its repeti- © 
tions and its endless fictional conversations.

* The magic years are the first six years of life, and this psychiatric inter- 
pretation of them is an outstanding- and we use the word advisedly- orientation for the 
parent, original in much of what it has to say, definite (and there has been so much 
fuzziness of vision, as well as slackness of sentiment in this particular area), and 
knowledgeable.

De Gaulle, Charles ‘acu? Simon & Schuster 
THE WAR MEMOIRS OF CHARLES DE GAULLE: $6.00 
Unity 1942-1944 


The first volume of de Gaulle's memoirs, entitled The Call to Honour was pub- 
lished by Viking, and was almost ignored, appearing as it did in 1955 when his fame was 
at low ebb. This comes when, for the second time, he is viewed as the saviour of France, 
and takes two dramatic years in his checkered career, the years when- against impossible 
odds- he was trying to weld France's disparate forces into a semblance of unity. The 
earlier book- more important now than when first published - took his years up to the 
crisis in World War II when De Gaulle was pushed aside in favor of Darlan and Giraud 
in the North African invasion. This explores in much more minute terms, the whole 
troubled period when De Gaulle found himself at odds with Churchill and Roosevelt, felt 
not only ignored but betrayed, and strove with indomitable persistence and courage to 
hold together those forces he was convinced were at the heart and soul of a France that 
would not die. It is one man's view, but presented almost dispassionately, at times as 
if written by someone other than De Gaulle; but the end impression is of intense and 
controlled passion for one thing- France. Through these pages new views of key figures 
in those vital years emerge- disillusioning when viewed against the accepted portraits 
of Churchill, of Roosevelt, and even of Eisenhower, for whom De Gaulle tries frequently 
to apologize, placing the blame elsewhere. But one can see throughout these pages the 
qualities in De Gaulle that have made it possible for him to rise again, and again save 
France, this time from herself. There will be a third volume, we assume, as this ends 
with the liberation of Paris. (Translated from the French by Richard Howard).
